$50  STAR  COVER 

This  is  the  third  year  running  that  The  Rag  Picker  has  been  able  to  illustrate 
the  discovery  piece  for  a new  denomination  of  star  (replacement)  cover  on  a 
book  of  Food  Coupons.  Even  today,  only  four  of  the  six  denominations  of  Food 
Coupons  have  ever  been  found  with  a replacement  ( ★ ) cover. 

The  first  reported  star  cover  was  the  $65,  Series  1980A,  ★ ...  A reported  in  the 
Oct.-Dec.  1980  issue  of  The  Rag  Picker.  The  second  to  have  been  found  was  the 
$7  1980A  ★ ...A  cover  on  a B...B  (block)  book.  Then  came  four  1981 A $40  No- 
suffix star  book  covers  on  the  block  C...D,  which  were  in  the  July  1982  issue  of 
Bank  Note  Reporter. 

This  $50  replacement  cover  shown  here  is  the  fourth  different  denomination 
reported.  So  far  no  replacement  book  covers  have  been  reported  for  the  $2  and 
$10  denominations  of  Food  Stamps,  as  Food  Coupons  are  often  called,  although 
FULL  STAR  BOOKS  of  both  denominations  are  presently  known.  Replacement 
cover  means  just  that:  only  the  cover  is  a replacement.  Full  Star  Books  mean  that 
the  entire  contents  of  the  book  has  stars  in  the  serials,  as  well  as  the  cover. 

The  $50  STAR  cover  shown  here  is  a Series  1980A,  serial  ★ 00481836A  and 
was  printed  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Company,  (ABNC)  of  New  York.  The 
ABNC  is  but  one  of  the  two  private  sector  printers  that  produce  our  Nation’s 
multi-billion  dollar  supply  of  Food  Coupons  required  each  year. 

This  $50  book  was  printed  in  June  of  1980,  and  was  on  a regular  issue  book  of 
Food  Coupons,  block  D...A,  that  was  slightly  under  10  million  in  serial  number 
range.  All  coupons  are  from  plate  position  E9,  and  none  had  a star  in  the  serial. 
The  ink  mark  on  the  face  of  the  cover,  just  under  the  serial,  is  of  unknown  origin, 
so  no  significance  is  attached  to  either  the  mark  or  its  location  on  the  cover. 

The  star  on  the  cover  means  that  the  regular  - issue  cover  (the  one  whose  seri- 
al originally  matched  the  serial  of  all  the  coupons  inside)  was  defective,  and  had 
to  be  replaced.  Rather  than  attempt  to  exactly  duplicate  the  serial  number  of  the 
defective  cover,  the  ABNC  uses  separately  serialled  covers  with  a STAR  suffix  to 
indicate  replacement. 

It  is  presently  believed  that  the  star  covers  are  used  ten-at-a-time,  in  a vertical 
strip  of  ten.  Each  sheet  of  fifty  covers  yields  five  vertical  strips  of  ten.  If  the 
ABNC  prints  10,000  sheets  of  star  covers  at  a time,  cutting  in  5 strips  of  ten 
would  yield  a total  of  50,000  vertical  strips  of  ten  star  covers. 

Unfortunately,  it  can  not  be  presently  determined  when  this  star  cover  was

These  partial  runs  have  only  occurred  in  the  star  notes,  and 
because  of  the  gaps  in  the  serial  range  that  this  production  technique  causes, 
the  number  of  notes  actually  produced  is  in  parenthesis  below  the  run.

printed.  This  same  exact  style  of  $50  cover  was  used  for  ALL  1977, 1978, 1979  and 
1980  issues,  produced  before  December  of  1980,  when  the  cover  wording  was 
changed. 

Because  this  star  cover  was  from  sheet  1836,  of  a believed  ten  thousand  serial 
number  run,  over  9180  strips-of-ten  had  been  used  up  to  this  point  in  time.  Al- 
though 9180  strips-of-ten  yield  91800  individual  STAR  covers,  where  are  the 
others? 

Logic  would  say  that  these  91,800  star  $50  covers  were  all  probably  used  on 
1980A  series  Food  Coupons,  yielding  a statistical  replacement  rate  of  roughly  1 
in  5000.  This  1 per  5000  rate  approximates  the  observed  rate  of  replacements  as 
actually  seen  for  most  issues  of  Food  Coupons. 

Simply  put,  for  every  5000  covers  of  any  single  denomination,  from  the  same 
series,  year,  and  printer,  you  should  hope  to  find  ONE  with  a STAR  in  the  serial. 
Not  very  good  odds  for  sure,  but  the  handful  of  STAR  covers  known  bears  out  the 
simple  truth:  too  few  people  are  looking  to  be  able  to  find  more. 

Presently,  the  ABNC  appears  to  be  using  No-suffix  letters  on  their  star  covers, 
so  this  has  to  be  considered  an  obsolete  variety  of  STAR  covers.  So  few  star  cov- 
ers are  presently  known  that  each  one  is  almost  its  own  variety,  in  and  of  itself. 

Fortunately,  some  issuing  agents  issue  very  few  $40’s  or  $50's  in  a month,  and 
therefore  can  often  issue  the  same  thing  for  years.  Reports  indicate  more  than

one  location  is  still  issuing  a 1975  dated  series  of  Food  Coupon... even  now... 
late  in  1982.  (It  should  be  noted  that  the  replacement  cover  on  the  1975  dated 
books  of  Food  Coupon  would  be  of  the  No-suffix  letter  variety  that  was  used  be- 
fore the  use  of  the  star  was  implemented  to  indicate  replacement  in  1976). 

Interestingly  to  note,  all  known  replacement  covers  (per  se)  are  from  the 
ABNC,  but  no  full  star  books  are  known  from  them ...  but  are  expected. 

Because  only  four  denominations  of  star  covers  are  known  ($65,  $50,  $40  and 
$7)  no  reports  of  the  $2  and  $10  denomination  will  be  forthcoming  unless  more 
rag  pickers  collect  all  the  discarded  Food  Stamp  book  covers  they  can  at  local 
grocery  store  registers... and  send  in  reports  to  The  Rag  Picker. 

Contrary  to  the  collecting  of  Food  Coupons  by  unauthorized  persons,  covers 
can  be  legally  held  by  anyone,  as  they  have  no  stated  value.

1982  SOUVENIR  CARDS 


After  the  Civil  War,  the  Southern  States  had  a severe  shortage  of  circulating  medium.  Many  municipalities  issued 
notes  to  supply  their  local  areas  with  a means  of  conducting  commerce.  The  City  of  Baton  Rouge  issued  the  above 
note  for  this  purpose.  “Baton  Rouge”  translated  to  English  means  “Red  Stick”.  During  the  Creek  War  1812-14  some 
Creek  Indians  placed  sticks  painted  red  in  the  ground  to  indicate  they  wanted  war.  The  center  vignette  “Red  Stick" 
was  engraved  by  Luigi  Delnoce  in  1866.  The  vignette  at  the  right,  engraved  by  Davis,  shows  a view  of  the 
Louisiana  Capital.
